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A questionnaire had been prepared by Dr. Krugman of 
Columbia University, at the behest of the War Department, de- 
signéd to test the attitudes of prisoners of war. Tests were 
made on samples of prisoners at Halloran Hosnital and at 
Camp Getty. The test was shown to distinguish sharply. bet- 
ween the attitudes of selected "white" prisoners uncorgoing 
special training at Camp Getty and the run-of-the-mill pri- 
soners found at Halloran Hospital. 


This same questionnaire was given to a set of samples 
of populations in Germany.

On the average, about three in ten individusis in the 
US Zone replied in the democratic direction on sll 11 scales... 
One third more of the population answered fe.vorubly on all 
but one question within each scale. Forty percent, then, 
proved to have, on the average, a confused democrutic- 
undemocratic outlook or to be undemocratio in the main. 


The revlies to each of the scales fell into patterns 
(see charts I, II and III). The first group shows 2 con- i 
stantly inoreasing proportion giving more and more democratic 
replies until ebout three in four respondents ansivered all 
or all but one of the questions in a demoorutie fesghion. 
The seoond group is composed of three scales for which the 
peak of the ourve ocours not with the largest proportion 
accepting all the questions but more nearly at the third quar~ 
tile of the curve, In the third grou, of tivee sonleg the 
ponk of the ourve oeours still eurlior.

an outspoken reply, or by one who was not politically compro- 
mised but who was critical of the occupation.

‘The less inclined a respondent was to flatter the — 
hllies the more was he likely to uphold denocrutic rignts . 
(tested by the four scales, "Governme:.t, Democracy, Authority" ) 
and the more likely he was to stand against militaristic 
values. A slignt correlation in the same direction wes ob- 
served with the anti-semitiom sca..e. dowever, consistently 
fewer "trustworthy" persons did not cherigh the future Germany 
as an occupied or supervised country even with large responoi~ 
bility allotted to the German people. And while the relution~ 
ship between the progressively more "trustworthy" groups and 
the scale of attitudes toward the projection of fullt was now | 
consistent, it can be said that more of the most. "trustworthy 
than of the less "trustworthy" placed the responsibility for 
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the war and the horrors of the war upon shoulders other than 
Germany's. Large proportions o:’ each groun.also accepted 
tradition:1 standards of ethics and justice, but somewhat 
larger proportions of the more frink spoke out for these 
standards than of the less open resyondents. A high correla- 
tion was observable, too, with attitudes toward fumiliel cus- 
toms, with a majority of the most straightforward accenting 
our standards, while only about three in ten of the least — 
straightforward did likewise. : 


‘It should be noted that one of the "Flatter:" “roups 
among the six score groups was inconsistent in half the ine | 
stances (five in ten) of correlation between the "Flattery(?.)" 
scale and the other ten scnles, (Table II). @his ysroup was 
the one which denied all but one of the staterents when all 
should reasonably have been denied. The. statement which this 
group, on the average, accepted was the charse that few Ser- 
mans have shown an understanding or inclination toward demo- 
cracy in the last 50 years. This statement was more frequent 
ly accepted by the well-educated, the middle-aged (20 - 40 
years), by men and by non-lISDAP members. (N.B. A few more 
former PGs than non-PGs hold that there were more than a few 
democrats in Cermany. Could thiy fact have worried then?) 
Although the differences between the responses of these groujs 
and other population groups were not large, it can te said 
that the implications of this question probatly were not coen 
by some rather well-disposed groups. It must be ascumed, then, 
that within ‘this score group there ou. be found ire of those 
who were open and straivhtforward in general, but not keenly 
alert or highly intelligent. 


_ ‘At this point, then, it s:.uld be noted that the more 
frank and outspoken group is characterized as holding the 
views; in general, -that they were not resvonsible (nor wore 
all Germans, the afore) for the holocuust end, indeed, tuat 


they are ready and capable of taking over the direction of 
‘Germany's affairs. In other words, "democratic" outlook as 
tested by the "trustworthiness" scale and oorreluted witr 


other scales testing "democratic" outluok, is negatively cor 
related with the acceptance of responsibility for tis war 
and acceptance of Allied supervision in the future. The defi- 
nition of "trustworthiness", then, becomes more specific. 
Essentially the scale screens out those people who trutnfully 
are critical of our activities and who are nationalistic 
opponents of Allied supervision of Germ*..y. These people, 
infine, oppose the occupation. 


At the other end of the scale, too, there may be people 
who exceed the bounds of assumption of guilt and, madly gul-— 
lible, assume that all that the Allies are suggested to have: 
done is good and can:be credited to them. They mist be 
called "trustworthy" in the sense of blind wcceptance of obe- 
dience. Finally, among this group are to be found, it can be 
assumed, some bootlickers whose "trustworthiness" is a fune~ 
tion of a well-defined. situation ona is fornapy casily pre- 
dictable on that basis. To expect, then, bloat the "Flette~ 
ry(?)" scale provides a test for loyslty seems to drive too

In summary, then, it can be said that this scale seems 
to hold together somewhat disparate elements of disposition 
but that the most cohesive characteristic seems to be that 
of criticism. This criticism probably stems from different 
motivations and has different,directions and its exvression 
does not largely develop in any sizeable group amoixg the 
population. where it is sharpened by’ intellectual ability, 
organized thinking, sophistication, broadened outlook, the 
alertness of youth, security of economic status, resentment 
of the occupation, nationalistic feeling, and self-confiderve 
-= that is, among the students of Marburg University 
it becomes an expressed characteristic of nearly all the 
members of the group. On the other hand, among those groups 
where apathy, sullenness, confusion, and lack of confidence 
are important characteristics, the proportion answering 
_these questions in an acceptable direction is appreciably | 
below that of the general population. But the general 
population, too, is found to exhibit characteristios and to 
hold dispositions not dissimilar from those held by the 
average hopeless and embittered political prisoner still 
held in camp. 


ANTI-SEMITISM. 

Four statements were found to be higitly correlated 
in testing attitudes toward Jews. Une of the statencnts was, 
indeed, a converse form of anti-semitism in that it offered 
the opportunity for the respondents to exhibit nutionalistio 
pride. That such pride is reluted to anti-senitism is not 
surprising but it ie important to recognise that it ise ine 
timately related. .

The characteristios, of the groups with BepErree politi- 
cal party affiliations are interesting’ ona undoubtediy impor- 
tant.

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Among the groups that were particularly sampled some 
marked differences were discovered -—- differences that pro- 
vide an insight into the divergent. struoture of the German 
population (Chart VIII). Both groups of political prisoners, 
for example, bespoke their higher than average éducational 
status and broader outlook by returning the larjeet propor- 
tions of democratic answers of any of the sample groups. 

But it is among the youth of Germany .that. one night expect

Pointing up the finding in Bavaria, it mist be observed 
that followers of the chief Bavarian political party, the 
Christian Socialist Union, tended to uphold democratic dis+ 


than did followers of other parties. The replies given by 
these people, indeed, were nearly the same, percent:.sc-vise, 
as those given by followers of "no" political party. Svident~ 
ly, the form within which familial relations are cass is 
related not only to thesoolal setting but also to the. formal 
rituals acoeptable in the sphere of politics. 


Some occoupationsl groupings cast forther light upon 
the complex .of interrelationships under discussion. Pro- 
fessional workers, more than any other, accepted our family 
patternings. But independent businessmen, farmers and the un= 
employed held much more firmly to the teachings of the Na- 
tionelsocialist state. It is apparent, then, that not only 
are some people moved to accept Nazi ideclogy but that 
others found a reflection of their primery outlook on these 
matters expressed by Hazi ideology. For it can be assumed 
that traditional Prussian thinking was not brought to Germany 
DPyarep ers! 

Finally, it should be remarked that the more observemt 
and better educated individuals in the American Zone differ- 
ed widely from the least well educated group (those with 
seven or fewer years of schoolin;;). These latter can be 
said to be the group with great restrictions upon their frame 
or reference. In this connection it must be remarked that 
the men whd answered this questionnaire did. not appreciably 
aiffer from tho women on these propositions. ‘Women, then, 
although more poorly educated, undoubtedly went along with 
the attitudes of the social group within which they found 
themselves, just as did the men.

SCALE; PROJECTION OF GUILT. 


Chart III described the distribution of the American 
Zone population on the proposition of the asorixtion of guilt 
to shoulders other than their own. Praivioally a two-valued 
population was deploted-= an ayprevlakle minority seemed reac 
to acoept fully the guilt for German misdeeds, while nearly 
an equal minority in no way was willing to do so. As & result, 
the population, judged in comparison.to its resvonse to other 
attitude scales, can. be characterized as appreclcbiy move 
"undemocratic" in this area of opinion. 


Outstanding differences were observed Pmong the popu- 
lations separately sampled.(See Chart XI.) The. detained poli- 
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tical prisoners were much more ready +o deny the guilt of 
the German people but, rather, put the blame more frequent- 
ly on outside factors. Very much alike in response were 
the Marburg students. Sut arong the students the situation 
was even more exaggerated. Less than one in ten (8%) re- 
fused on each of the four queszions to place blane uno 
others for, the misdeeds of the war, while almost one-fourth 
(23%) seized each of the four opportunities to do so. The 
youth in Baden-Wiirttemberg, contrariwise, was largely 


ready to accept two propositions -- that Germany's attempt | 


to rule others brought her misfortune, and that Germans 
killed and tortured millions -- but still held %o the 
Versailles Treaty as basically responsible for this war 
and to the "lack of understanding of Gernany" abroad as 
inducing difficulties for the German people. The four 
‘questions, and the proportions of democratic responses are 
shown in Table XIII below. ;

One of the major forces within German socievy which 
has discussed at length the problem of individual guilt 
for the war and the atrocities committed during the war 
has been the Church.

The most negative set of responses recorded on any 
scale were given to this group of four questions. Within 
the American Zone only one in twenty persons answered in 
the "democratic" direction on &11 four questions, while 
one in seven answered "undemocratically" to all four. One 
in three persons went along half way and scoke in, the 
approved direction to two of the four statements. Nearly six 
times as many of the Marburg students (23%) auewered unfavo- 
rably to all four questions as did the Baden-Witrtvemoerg 
youth (4%).

CONCLUSIONS. 


The conclusions reached fom the primary study of the 


‘prisoners of wer in the United States bear quotation here. 


Dr. Krugman and his colleagues wrote: "If this study is 
any indication, the typical German, when faced with generali- 
zations about democracy, will profess democratic. and ethical 


ideals. However, when faced with specific situations with 


regard to the family, the authority of the father, “she place 


“of women and children, the Nazis, the German government, 


other governments or countries, and the like, revenl thei 
selves to be anti-democratic. When given two aspects of 4 
situation, they contradict themselves, when checizod by truth 
items, they turn out to be untruthful. They profess great 
love for Americans and democracy in géneral, and pretend 

to believe everything the Americans do is right. They are 
strongly nationalistic, believe in the virtues of war and 
militarism, believe that Germany had nothing to do with 
starting the war, that other nations are at fault for Ger-

of the problem ahead. The thought may constantly recur 
that "propaganda" in the Goebbels manner would in the end ° 
revitalize and reorient the dispositions of those narrow 

‘ minds which are binding many Germans today to the world of. 
the past. But a more positive future lies ahead only 
through the continued expansion of the frontiers of ti 
German mind. The present leadership corps and the coring 
generation of German leaders will be overly cager to ecovme, 

r, with complete sincerity, responsibility for the nation's 
‘welfare. Our problem is to balarse cooly their weight 
against the.weight of the more poorly disposed women, the 
farmers, the small town residents, the poorly educated 

- . and the young. Until such time when the latter can be 
said to bé ready to assume the duties of members of a de- 
mocratic society wiscom.dictates that we dare not desert.
